This rise is equal to twenty 
foot in the upper rivers; tho water here 
being spread over si.x miles of cniijitry. 
isi.x inches of Hiiiiw fell yesterday, and 
tliis will add to the lloml as soon :i« thu 
weatliuf grows wanner again. 

— Judge P'ran- 
cia, of Dukutsi, who left Bisuxarck on 
Saturday and returned here thia morning 
says the sci! lus in the flooded diatricta 
defy duHcri]itioii.
